THE NEWFOUNDLAND FISHERIES. 

Tis summer, a commission, consisting of two Frenchy aud two 
British representatives, is to investigate the differences between (a 
¥rench and English fishermen at Newfoundland, by inquiries on the 
spot; and in the meantime Count Walewski has suzzested (> Lord 
Cowley that the naval commanders on tho station should recvive in- 
structions to import all proper forbearance into their proceedings. 
Those afrangements will place the affair in good train, but wheter 1 
will he found to admit of a conclusive or satisfactory 
tien of greater doubt. One of the chief points at 
to coutitries consists in the claim of the French to cort iin Joga riv its 
which thoy invest with an erclusire character, Their title to partid- 
pitein the Newfoundiaad fisheries, reeognised by the treaty of Utreeiit 
in 1713, and confirmed by the treat of Versailles, 70 yeurs later, was 
again established, after the interruptions of the revolutionary wars, by 
tho settlement of 1814. According to these treaties. they are une 
doubtedly entitled not only to take fish, but to resort for the purpios- 
of enting and drying these fish to a certain part of the Ne undland 
shore during a certain season. It is farther stipulated, that © in ord 
that the fishermen of the two nations tay not give a eause for daily 
quarrels, his Britannic Majesty will take the most positive measures lor 
preventing his subjects from interrupting in any muntcor, |) teste con 
petition, the fishery of the French during the temporary exorcise 4 it 
which was granted to them.” These terms the French imerpret ss 
conveying a right of fishery, within certain limits, not only free trom 
all disturbance, but from ail participation, on the part of the British, 
whereas our own Government has alwags steadily declined to acknow- 
ledge that diy such exclusive rights, #8 regarded the actual fishery, 
wete (designed to be granted. It admitted on our side thet in pr: 
the French have siways been left sole oreupiers during the fisuing 
season of their own parts of the shore, and for the siinple recson that 
two sets of fishermen could not carry on their business of curing and 
drying at one and the same spot. ‘The French are entitled to that tem- 
poraty lodgment on the const, without which their fishery itself could 
not be conducted, and this lodgement, for Plain considerations of cou. 
venience, they are allowed to keep to themselves: but when ihe arse 
meft is extended fo the waters of the fishery it iuils altogether. There 
the French can fish withont interruption, althoush the British may be 
fishing too, and the treaty, therefore, is not infringed when our fisher- 
men ply their ordinary trade at that spot, provided always that they 
do not cause interraption to the vessels of the Trench. Such is the 
view of the ease taken by our authorities, and maintained by the present

LAKE OF FEIZARA IN ALGERIA, 

Tus lake of Petzara, or as the Arabs eall it, Gerah Fe is situate 
between Philippevilie, Bone and Guelina, in the province of Coustan- 
tine. It isasheet of water of considerable extent, and is ftatious as 
the rendezvous of numerous tribes of birds, whieh periodically resort 
thither, certain of finding food in the submarine plants that cover the 
surfave of the lake, Before the conquest of Algeria by the French, the 
myriads of the feathered Uibe that frequented the spot, was something 
incredible, the Arabs having no notion of shooting for the simple sake 
of shooting. But no sooner were our neighbours muasters of the country, 
than an ineessunt dusillade told fatally amongst the flocks of birds, and 
had not the Governor-General intertered to preven’ such wanton slaughter 
the depopulation ot Fetzura would have been dmminent, A tourist 
who lately made an excursinon the lake, thus describes @ scene he 
Witnessed :—

that, furthermore, he had offered certain advantages to the eleetors of 
Devonport, which are now monopolised by Portsmouth, in the hope 
that they would he induced by these advantages to return a Conservative 
livecandidate, This was the indictment; and grandly and solemnly, with 
ull the gravity due to the oceasion. did the stately Baronet open (lie case, 
and, ta stnple people, it ne doubt appeared that a charge bad buen made 
out that sir John would find it difficult to rebut, and impossible to 
evade, But there is an eld proverb which we always remember on 
occasions like these, namely; ‘‘Ile that is first in his own eause 
seemeth first, but his neighbour cometh and vearcheth him out,” And, 
to our minds, this proverb was verified here. 

TALLES TURNED. 

Sir John was evidently nervous and excited whilst Sir Benjamin was 
unrolling bis seroll, He looked pale aud anxious, threw himself back 
in his seat, shook his hat over his ey asaf he wished to shut out of 
ivht his stately wecuser who stood before him. And well he might 
fecl uncowtoetable, for it was a new and note pleasant position for Sir 
Joho to bein He bad often tried delinquents, but this was the first 
time that he had been formally arraigned. Butat length Sir Benjani 
sat down; and then Sir John arose, aod at once all his nervousness «as 
gone. He first complatned of the inconvemence of raking pubiic 
reference to private communications between public officials of various 
yanks. And here there was joy in the enemies’ camp, and cries ot 
* Oh, oh ;’? as much as to say, ** You are going to skulk, are you!” 
Kuyt Sir John did not mean skulking; on the contrary, be met the ease 
bravely, calmly, and well. fe showed that whereas every Pust Lord, 
before he came into power, had had naval lords in the House to help 
him; that it was very inconvenient to him not to have such assistance ; 
that most of the charges detailed were untrue; that in the ease of 
Captain Carnegie, when that geatleman was appointed, it was on the 
express condition that he should seek to get into Parliament; aud that 
wueu that gentleman refused to fulfil the condition and teudered iis 
resignation, he (Sir John) felt bound to accept it. As to the Devonport 
electors being offered advantuges, he knew of no advantages that 
Portsmouth enjoyed which Devonport had not, and had offered none to 
the latter place ; and, generally, that he had done no more than what 
the exigency of his position demanded, and no more than what all 
First Lords had done betore him. And on the whole, as it appeared to

BERNAL OSBORNE. 


But of course the matter could not be left here: for Mr. Bernal 
Osborne, Lord Palmerston’s late Secretary to the Admiralty, was

The condie 
tion upon which the Congress was to mect having been agreed upon, Austria 
stipulated for another—the disiemement of Sardinia. Wer MM ajesty’s 
Government did not approve of this propesition, and ultinutely Austria 
consented to waive this invidious condition, and Proposed a general 
disarmament, Prance a fed this proposal of Austiia, but Sardinia 
had not yet assented, beounse she had not been invited to he present 
ut the Congress. Her Mejesty’s Government were prepared to pnt 
the most wenerous interpretation uoen her conduet, and to consider 
the prenosal of Sardinia ta be present ut the Conwress mest fivoure 
ably. Butehe was not one of the great Powers, an iP Rardinia wae present, 
other Dalian States would have a title to upnear, and precedents juieht be 
pleaded for their admi-ston. We wore, therefore, in this eanditic n—Pranoe 
and Austria had aceepted the principle of disarmame nt; Sardinia had not 
fa@rerd, on recount of her exclusion from the Congress; but he should hove 
that this diffleulty might be votover; and he had the satisfaction of stating 
that the Marquis M. D'Ageglio had arrived in this country on a special 
mission, from which he exnected the best results.

THE ELECTIONS. 

Tv is too soon as yet for anybody to predict what the result of 
the Dissolution will be. After reading many addresses, and the 
reports of many meetings, so far, we are inclined to think that 
there are few purely political, as distinct from personal, contests 
going on, The majonty of battles ue between persons who do 
not hold opinions very different from cach other, but who are 
working local and individual influences with great activity, This 
is especiully the case in the metropolitan boroughs, and indred | 
there is no great fight of a public character which should furnish 
a model to the constituencies, like that between Brougham and 
Cunning for Liverpool, or such contests of the olden days. Our 
chaotic non-party condition, we think, has yct_# longer course 
to run, before it produces a re-action striking enough to give us 
definite distinctions and strong ministries, 

Strictly speaking, there are two questions submitted to the 
country—whether the state of foreign affairs is so critical as to 
demand from us a strong Government at any price, or whether 
we thall have a practicable Reform Bill at an earlier period. In 
looking af the election preparations so far, we are struck with 
the comparative indifference to the former of these. Men nei- | 
ther speak nor write much about that great shadow of danger 
which is hanging over Europe; and those who do, find the 
anxiety they ean work upon less vivid than might have been 
expected. Little, for instance, is heard of the national defences 
—little of the sorrows of Italy or the ambition of France. If 
foreign critics know how to interpret this fact, they may read 
in it a strong disposition for neutrality in case of war, but a dis- 
position which would be instantly exchanged for enthusiastic 
indignation if British interests were assailed. Woe can hardly 
rebuke a tranquillity of sentiment which at least prevents poli- | 
ticians from trading on those foreign ‘‘ sympathies” now domi- 
nant amongst us; but it must not be encouraged to the point | 
where quitt becomes apathy, involving non-preparation and | 
probable peril from without, 

On the other question, of reform, we observe, as yet, less ex- | 
citement thon might have been expected after a dissolution

“Tn our greatest prosperity we cannot avoid coming to these conclusions, 
vat happiness is seldom intended to reach us by any expected means; and 
that, if sanguine anticipations ure a help to cheerfulness, it is not previous 
instances of cess that keeps therm alive, but the obstinate strength of a 
natural instinct. We learn ut last that happiness is the gift of God, inde- 
pendent of the means we employ for securing it; and that it is oftener given 
when it seems improbable than when it is reckoned upon as a certainty. 
Whether this lesson is taught by reiterated disappointments, or by the suc- 
eess that enables us to see the ‘end of all perfection,’ it is equally powers 
ful to disenchant ; but not always salutary, not always produciag in unde- 
ecived heaits the resignation to which it points.” 

But does anybody rea//y believe that neaven juggles with us by giving 
us ‘obstinate instincts,"’ merely to keep us going, aud dodges us through 
the moze of life with unattainable baits, only to teach us lessons ?

Ivy that sort of retrospective criticism which is to the past what 
fortune-telling is to the future, it would be possible to squeeze out of 
these very vapid ‘original family documents’? something new, if 
untrue, about political and social intrigue, and the characters of some 
well-known personages of the period. But the general reader, who has 
no taste for seeing through millstones and reconstructing extinet 
animals on faney principles, will find the present memoirs very dull 
reading. One impression they leaye upon the mind—one ** moral,’’ is, 
that public opinion and common scandal are more aceurate than 
doctrinaire historians and biographers would have us believe, and will 
well bear the test of scrutiny In comparison with * original family do- 
cuments.” Another moral, not new, but worth repeating, is, that an 
exceedingly insignificant man may make a great noise in the world.

means and opportunity. He las been somewhat over-abused of late : 
not that he was not a poor, paltry, disgusting, tipsy, tine-gentleman, 
and something worse — but that to apply strong moral criticism to 
such a creature is breaking a caterpillar on the wheel for besliming the 
eabbages.

THE FRENCH IN COCHIN CHINA. 

News has been received from Admiral Rigault de Genouilly, 

: ing the capture of the citadel of Saigon on the 17th 
f February, by the united French and Spanish forces in 
Cochin China, and the destruction of a number of forts. 
After a week's work, the combined forces remained in posses- 
sion of twenty-five leagues of the river, defended by three 
stockades and eleven forts, in addition to the town and citadel. 
The French-Spanish forces had only a few men wounded; and 
the health of the expedition is said to be satisfactory. Two 
hundred pieces of cannon in iron and bronze, and a corvette 
and seven junks, fell into the hands of the combined army. In 
itadel was a complete arsenal, and the number of stands of 
computed at 20,000. There were also about 85,000 kilo- 
grammes of powder, and projectiles in proportion; a large 
quantity of military equipments; rice sufficient for the support 
of 6,000 to 8,000 men for a year; and a military chest, con- 
taining about 130,000 francs in the money of the country.

PRINCE ALFRED'S VISIT TO JERUSALEM. 

Prince ALFRED'S visit to the Holy City appears to have 
made a considerable sensation. ‘From the battlements of the 
city the sight was picturesque in the extreme : soldiers grouped 
everywhere, with piled arms, waiting the signal to line the 
ro ple of every nation and language out waiting in thou- 
sand e weather was intensely hot, and an east wind 
blowing. It grew dark, however, and the Prince had not ar- 
rived, but at length the roar of the cannon salute announced 
that the Royal visitor was at the Pacha’s pavilion, which had 
been pitched at some distance from the city, and immediately

The soldiers lined the 
et up to the consul's door, and then the great guns from the 


fortifications announced that for the first time in the history of 
the world an English Prince was within the walls of Jerusalem. 
The Prince dismounted at the consular residence. The Pacha 
presently departed, but the next day dined privately with the 
Prince at the consulate. His Royal Highness declined any re- 
ception of deputations.’’ 

The Royal party paid a visit to the mosque of Omar, and on 
the next day set out for Hebron. ‘ It was a very pretty sight 
indeed. In front were two of the cavalry drummers, fellows in 
the most original costume with conical felt caps, beating the 
little kettle drums at their saddle-bows with leathern straps, 
making the valleys ring again. At Nar Elias, the Greeks of 
the convent had laid down carpets and placed an arm chair for 
the Prince, under the olive trees, where there is a view on the 
right hind of Bethlehem, and on the left of Jerusalem, The

After several fruitless efforts to insert bis thumb into 
our right eye, he commenced pounding us on the back of the head with his 
fist. While all this was going on there, a large number of cowardly ruttians 
and dogs crowded around and prevented our friends from rendering us any 
ussistance. After we supposed they might be satisfied with the beating he 
had given us, we requested that he should be taken off, which was done, as 
we learn, by those kind and humane hands who had kept our friends from 
interfering, and who supposed, ne doubt, one or both of our eves were 
gouged out of their sockets, and that ample justice had been done to gratify 
their revenge.” 


—A crowded meeting assembled on Monday

first partner. After che age of thirty, the probability of a bachelor marry- 
ing ina year diminishes ina most rapid ratio. The probability at thirty-five 
is not much more than half that at thirty, and nearly the same proportion 
exists between each quinquennial period afterwards,

Svppen WHITenine or THE Hate.—A correspondent of the ‘ Medical 
Times” having asked for authentic instances of the hair becoming gray 
within the space of one night, Mr. D. P. Parry, staff surgeon at Aldershott, 
writes the following very remarkable account of a casr, of which he says 
he made memoranda shortly atter the occurrence ‘On February 19, 
1858, the column under General Franks, in the south of Oude, wae engaged 
with a rebel force at the village of Chamda, and several prisoners were 
taken : one of them, a sepoy of the Bengal army, was brought before the 
authorities for examination, and I, being present, had an opportunity of 
watching from the commencement the fact [am about to reeord. Divested 
of his uniform, and stripped completely naked, he was surrounded by the 
soldiers, and then first apparently became alive to the dangers of his 
position ; he trembled violently, intense hotror and despair were depicted 
in his countenance, and although he answered the questions addressed to 
him, he seemed Mmost stupified with fear; while aciually under observa- 
tion, within the space of half-an-hour, his hair became gray on every por- 
tion of his head, it having been, when first seen by us, the glossy jet blick 
of the Bengales, aged about twenty-four. The attention of the bystanders 
was first attracted by the sergeant, whose prisoner he was, exclaiming, ‘ He 
is turning gray,’ and I, with several other persons, watched its progress, 
Gradually but decidedly the change went on, and a uniform grayish colour 
was completed within the period above-named.” 

Ovr Narionan Derences —A meeting was held on faturday evening at 
St. Martin’s Hall, to take this subject into consideration. Sie ©. Napier 
occupied the chair, and regretting that the meeting was so thinly attended 
(there were about a hundred persons in the hall), proceeded tu compare the 
state of the army and navy of England with those of ether countries at the 
preseat moment.

once presented to the Queen, and petitions to both Houses of Parliament, 
as soon as they re-assemble, urging the necessity of maintaining a suffi- 
cient Channel fleet; of caliing out the necessary militia, and enrolling 
volunteer rifle and other corps, for Uie deienee of the country”? Both reso= 
lutions were carried unanimously; und after an address trom Sir Allan 
McNab, who spoke in high praise cf the militia in Canada, the meeting 
separated. :

‘The true charm of her singing consisted, first in 
the native melodiousness of her voiee, and, secondly. in a certain manner 
which could not have been learned, which eannot be deseribed, and 
which it would be as difleult to analyze a3 the perfume of a flower, 
Because this artist executed the most diffieult passages as easily and 
naturally asa bird sings, it seeths to have been hastily concluded that in 
simple expressive music she would be leas successful (our friends the 
birds, it must be femembered, fail entirely in cantabile movements, or, 
rather, they nevet attempt them), Bat ‘ Martha '’ was produced, and 
Madame Hosio, a8 all her friends knew she would, gave the ‘ Last 
Rose of Suminet’’ with a sweetness and simplicity quite unattainable by 
any one else, and with an emotion which at ence commu: icated itself 
to every one in the theatre, She was certainly not a great actress, for 
che never ran across the stage on her knees, or aimed blows at the 
tenor, nor indulged in those tragic screams of which the German 
operatic trageédiennes possess the secret. But her voice could ee 

aly 
dramatic. In tender, pathetic parts, especially in those which de- 
mand refinement as an essential element, Angiolira Bosio eould not 
be approached. She was to Mademoiselle Pierolomini, who took many 
of the same characters, what a princess is to a waiting-maid; and be- 
tween her singing and that of one or two German voralists who are 
allowed to indulge in their grimaces and their noise in our concert- 
rooms, there was as much differenee as exists between the song of a 
nightingale and the grating of asaw. Madame Bosio was one of the 
four great singers discovered by the managers of the Reyal Italian 
Opera—the other three being Alboni, Tamberlik, and Didice. That 
Mr. Gye’s establishment will suffer by the loss of such a consummiate 
vaealist cannot be doubted ; indeed, every one who ever heard her will 
suffer. The only thing to do at present is to avoid those operas of 
which Madame Bosio was wont to represent the heroines, to give 
Madame Lotti as many new parts as possible, to produce Meyerbeer's 
“Pardon de Ploermel” without unnecessary delay, and in the mean- 
while to depend to a great extent on those ** grand operas ”” which are 
represented nowhere so magniticently as at Covent Garde. ‘The Easter 
season will commence admirably. Rossini’s ** Gazza Ladra "is to be 
given for the first performance, with Medeme Lotti as Ninetta, Madame 
Nantier Didiée as Peppo, Roneoni as the Podesta, Pobassint as ili- 
nando, Tagliafico as Fabrizio, Polonini as Georgio, and Gardoni as 
Gianetto. 

Mr. E.'T. Smith is to open on Monday with ‘* La Sonnambula.” 
The Amina of the evening will Be Miss Balfe, who, it may be remem- 
bered, made her début in that part at the Lyceum before the rebuilding 
of Covent Garden. Badiali (‘for this occasion,” say the bills) will be 
the Count; and the new tenor, Mongini, will meke his first appearance 
as Klvino. We hear various opinions as to Mongini’s talent, but all 
who have heard him are agreed as to the beruty and power of 
his voice. It is said that he is an unequal singer, but it appears 
quite certain that on his good evenings he is really great, and he 
has the advantage of being very young. We cannot be expected 
to speak ene by one of all the new vocalists whose names appear in 
Mr. Smith's programme for the season, but we may mention that 
among the soprani the management appears to count very much on 
Medemeiselle Sarepta. This young lady, whose family name is Buja- 
novices (pronounced Booyanoritch), is the daughter of a Hungarian 
nobleman— Baron Carmel Bujanovics de Agg Telek. ‘‘ Mademoiselle 
Sarepta,”’ we are told, “from her earliest infancy, gave extraordinary 
Epa 4 of her bent for music, and at the age of seven she sang in the 
churehes. This was her greatest delight. Her first mastets recom- 
mended a visit to Paris, in order to complete her musical education ; 
at lengih Madame de Bujanovies yielded to her daughter's en- 
treaties, and brought her to the French eapital. For the Jast 
two years she has studied under a well-known and celebrated 
maestro (M. Alary) with the most extraordinary perseverance and 
assiduity, an? on the day she attained her eighteenth year she 
made her debit as Leonora in ‘11 Trovatore,’ at the Italian Opera.” 

The articles of the Paris journals on the first appearance of this 
young lady have been collected, aid on the whole they are highly fa- 
vourable to her as a singer, while as to her beauty there are no two 
opinions. Some of the notices ate very amusing. ‘The “ Patrie’’ tells 
us that “a few isolated high notes here and there revealed her youth- 
ful and fresh tones,’’ but that ‘‘ her lower notes, so limpid and so pure, 
completely disappeared, This,’’ adds the writer, “ was an inevitable 
result in her position ;"’ and we ate then told how Tamberlik was so 
afraid of the French public that he was ‘cight davs indisposed before 
he appeared in ‘Otello!’ “ L'Rurope Artiste’? informs us that Malle. 
Surepta suddenly appeared on the stage exclaiming, ‘ Anch'io son 
pittore!’"” and that ‘the young entbusiast ran great risk of falling, 
nay, of death itself.’ The dédutante’s singing-master, as we have 
already mentioned, was M, Alary, “ who,” says the facetious M. Fio- 
rentino, in the ‘* Constitutionnel,”’ ‘neter sinned on the score of te- 
merity’’—in ironical allusion, we presuite, to that maestro’s arrange- 
ment of * Don Giovanni.” The “ Presse ThéAtrale’’ speaks of Maile. 
Sarepta s “ mignon fairy foot, which hed never before trod the boards 
of a theatre ;"’ and the ‘Resident Correspondent of the ‘Sunday 
Times’ tells us simply that she achieved a triumph, ‘though badly
